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| Ae 3 to write ſomething in praiſe of | my 
Prince, I took up the prince of poets, in order to find 
out a motto expreſſive of my duty, or deſcriptive of his 
Majeſty” s merit and greatneſs. Some how or other, the 
Firſt Georgick caught, my attention: as much, 1 believe, 
: from its familiarity. of name as from any thing elſe; for 
I could not find any thing, except at the beginning and 
end, that was, or indeed, could be made, applicable to 
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our moſt gracious King. This determined me to call 
this loyal effort of mine, GeorGicon. Though when 1 
came to look into the argumentum-in Georgica, where I 
found: that the word is derived from the Greek eg and 
this again from 94 terra, and ig, opus, which fignifies 
huſbandry, or tilling the ground, I then diſcovered a 
greater ſimilarity than I at firſt apprehended,” And as I — 
had read, that in primitive ages of the world; ſhepherds 
and huſbandmen were ſometimes kings (though at preſent 
they are made of finer clay) and that tiling the earth, 
and rwling it; had at leaſt ſome analogy] both of theſe 
offices, having the ſame thing for their ſubject, as the 1 6 
ſchools: ſay; I began to conceive that the title I had 
afſumed was not altogether impertinent; ; and to flätter 
myſelf, that even the critics would permit it to paſs with- 
out very ſevere cenſure. Emboldened by theſe conſidera- 
tions, 1 adopted it; and am conſequently led, by a kind 6 
of pity, to remind his Majeſty, that there are ſome parts 1 
of the earth that Providence ſuffers him ſtill to govern, 125 
though the greateſt part of his dominions (like the Afly- 
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rians kingdom. of old). ir departed from him. For, to mr 


great ſurprize, and I fear humiliating. mortification to bis 


Majeſty, inſtead of hearing of ay Colonies, and u Sub- 
jects; I do not find in the King's laſt uostr Gracious 
$PEECH to both houſes of parliament, though at the end 
of a ſeſſion, one ſingle word of either: ſo that we may 
truly ſay, they are loſt out of the King's ſpeech. I hope 
this remarkable filence is not meant by the miniſter as a
